. The firetof these is an Order 
of axnighthood, to ‘be styled ‘The 
Order of the British Empire,” 
sud to be conferred—sa the title 
indicates{for services rendered 
to the Empire wheather at homs 
or abroad. This Order will follow 
in most respects the precedents of 
other orderaof knighthood, bat it 
will consiat of five classes, and 
will be. given to ‘women as: well 
as men. . 

. The first two classeawill in the 
case of mencarry the hononr of 
knighthood, and in the case of 
women the privilege of prefixing 
the title “Dame” to their names, 

The second Order, which will 
be closely restricted ix numbers, 
will be entitled the “Order of the 
Companions of Honour,” and will 
coasist of one class only, to which 
women will be eligitle equally 
with men, The Order will carry 
with it no tille or precedence, and 
will be conferred upon a limited 
namber of persons for whom. this 
special distinction séems to Es 
the most appropriate form oi 
recognition, constituting as it will 
an bonoar dissociated either from. 
the acceptence of title or the 
classification of merit. _
